(Agencies): The United States 
vetoed a Security Council 
resolution yesterday calling 
for UN-sponsored peace 
talks on the Middle East, say- 
ing it would interfere with a 
US diplomatic initiative. 

“It is an untimely effort to 
involve the Security Council on 
issues which are at this time best 
dealt with through diplomatic 
channels,” US Deputy Perman- 
ent Representative Herbert 
Okun said of the resolution. 

The vote was 14-1. 

Israel and the United States 
reject the idea of a UN-spon- 
sored Middle East peace con- 
ference as a substitute for direct 
talk* 

The veto came after days of 
negotiations failed to find com- 
mon ground on the problem of 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, which has attracted 
worldwide concern and oven 
new urgency to the. search for 
peace between Israel and her 
Arab neighbours.

Israeli gunfire has killed at 
least 41 Palestinians, inch! ding - 
two shotyesterdayr&ince rioting 
began Dec 8 in the territories 
captured from Jordan and Egypt 
in the 1967 Middle East war.

Israel closes schools

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Feb 2, (Agencies): Israeli soldiers 
dashed with Arab protesters in a 
Palestinian village today and a 
21 -year-old Palestinian was shot 
in the pelvis, according to Arab 
news reports and hospital 
officials. 

School and universities in 
occupied West Bank were 
ordered closed by Israeli Army to 
curb unrest. 

The Palestine Press Service 
said the clash occurred in Tulk- 
arem, 40 miles (65 kilometres) 
northeast of Jerusalem. Officials 
at Al Ittfiiad Hospital in nearby 
Nablus identified the wounded 
man as Said Yassin. 

The Army said it was checking 
the report. 

Also today, one Jewish settler 
was hurt by broken glass when 
Arabs stoned his car and shat- 
tered the windshield outside the 
Dheishe refugee camp near Beth- 
lehem, the Army said. 

Violence 

The latest clashes came after 
nearly eight weeks of violence in 
the territories occupied by Israel 
in the 1967 Middle East war. 
According to United Nations 
figures. 41 Palestinians have 
bom killed by Israeli gunfire 
since the violence erupted. 

Jewish settlers violated a cur- 
few, yesterday drove into the cen- 
tre of the West Bank town of 
Arabia and smashed a number 
of windows of Palestinian cars* 
military sources told the 


Associated Press today. 

Israel closed schools and 
universities in tie occupied West 
Bank today in an effort to keep 
more than 100,000 Palestinian 
youths at home, the Army said. 

The decision to close all 
schools in the northern part of 
the West Rank and four out of 
five universities in the occupied 
territory followed the killing of 
two Palestinians, by Israeli gun- 
fire yesterday.

skidded off the road apd crashed 
into a power pole.

Meurant was a secret service 
agent, according to the French 
news agency Agence France- 
Presse. 

Authorities in Paris refused to 
comment on the report.

AFP, quoting “well informed 
sources” in Paris, said the man 
identified by Lebanese police as 
Jacques Meurant, 27, worked for 
the Direction Generate de la 
Securite Exterieure, the French 
secret service, known as the 
DGSE.

Iranian jet attacks 
ship for the first 
time in two years 


MANAMA, Feb 2, (AP): Iran’s 
Air Force today attacked com- 
mercial shipping in the Gulf for 
the first time in two years. Gulf- 
based maritime salvage 
executives said. 

The executives, who spoke on 
condition they not be named, 
said the Iranian jet, believed to be 
a US-made Phantom, fired two 
missiles at the Liberian-regis- 
tered tanker Fetrobulk Pilot. 

Both missiles missed and spla- 
shed into the water, one of them 
exploding, the executives said. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from Ir anian authorities or 
news media on the reported 
attack. 

The tanker, which had lifted a 
shipment of petroleum products 
from Kuwait, was on its way out 
of the Gulf, said the executive. 

It was attacked off the south- 
ern Gulf Emirate of Ras Al 
Khaimah, they said. 

Puzzled 

Shipping executives were puz- 
zled as to what base the Iranians 
used to launch an attack in the 
southern Gulf. 

They quoted the master of the 
Petrobulk Pilot as saying he was 
fired at by “an Iranian jet.” . 

They said the pilot gave no 
further details on the type of air- 
craft used as he kept sailing full 
speed toward the strategic Strait 
of Hormuz on his way out of the 
Gulf. 

. The tanker was eo route to 
Pakistan, they said, and expected 
a fuller report from him when he 
dearedthe strait. 

• Earlier in theday, the shipping 
executives reported that Iranian 
gunboats, apparently acting 
without orders, mistakenly 
attacked a Panamanian-fiag 
freighter trading with an Iranian 
port in the Gulf Saturday. 

Iran claimed today it was plan- 
ning to manufacture its own 
helicopters, and said the first of 
the choppers would be ready to 
fly withm two months. 

Declared 

The . Tehran newspaper 
Ettdaat quoted Navy comman- 
der H ossein Matekzadegan as 
saying a helicopter made from 
parts manufactured entirely in 
Iran would be “ready to fly” by 
the end of the Iranian year 
(March 20). 

The Navy chief did not say 


what type of chopper Iran was 
making, but added it had already 
been partially constructed. 

Meanwhile, Iran's top war 
spokesman said a major offen- 
sive planned against Iraq would 
be cancelled if the United 
Nations declared Baghdad the 
aggressor in their 7-1 /2-year-old 
war, the Ir ania n News Agency 
lma reported today. 

The agency, also quoted the 
spokesman Ali Akbar Hashemi 
Rafsanjani as saying yesterday 
any security Council resolution 
imposing an arms embargo 
against Iran would means the 
world body sided with Iraq. 

Speaking in an interview with 
Japan’s NHK television repor- 
ted by lma, Rafsanjani said there 
would be no need for an attack if 
Iraq were named the aggressor. 

A Pentagon media pool report 
said that Iranian troops fired an 
American-made Stinger missile 
at a US helicopter during a clash 
last October and the US military 
kept the findings secret because 
of embarrassment that Iran had 
obtained the sophisticated 
weapon. 

Retrieved 

The pool dispatch, filed by 
CBS reporter Margaret Rogg, 
said US Navy frogmen last 
month retrieved one of the Iran- 
ian speedboats and Stinger anti- 
aircraft missiles used in the 
attack. 

The Oct 8 incident began when 
Iranian speedboats opened fire 
on an American helicopter in the 
Gulf. US Army guns hips char- 
ged to the rescue, sinking three of 
the, Iranian speedboats. Pen- 
tagon officials said at the time. 

There were no US casualties or 
damage to the helicopters, the 
Pentagon said. A US patrol boat 
picked up six Iranian survivors 
from the water, three of whom 
were wounded and in serious 
condition, officials said. 

American officials later said 
equipment for the sophisticated 
Stinger missiles had been dis- 
covered in Iranian hands, but 
they did not say Iran had used 
them in the attack. 

The Pentagon pool report 
released yesterday quoted US 
military officials as confirming 
that Iran fired at least one of the 
Stingers at the American helicop- 
ters during the Oct 8 attack but 
missed. 


Be firm with Iran, 
Iraq urges Soviets 


BAGHDAD, Feb 2, (Reuter): 
Iraq urged the Soviet Union 
today to take a firm stand to 
force Iran .to obey a United 
Nations Security Council resolu- 
tion ordering a ceasefire in the 
Gulf war. 

Baghdad's call came only 
hours after its foreign minister 
landed in Moscow to discuss the 
Gulf war and Tehran's failure to 
agree to the resolution which 
Iraq has said it accepts. 

Baghdad's ruling Baath Party 
newspaper Al Thawra said in an 
editorial: “The interest of peace 
necessitates that all Security 
Council member states, par- 
ticularly the five permanent ones 
fonefronted by friends (the Soviet 
Union), take a firm stand to con- 
front Iranian manoeuvres.” 

“They are requested to take 
measures for the imposition of 
resolution 598 for the benefit of 
peace in the (Gulf) region and the 
whole world ” 

“Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz arrived in the Soviet capital 


yesterday for talks with Soviet 
leaders and was met by Soviet 
First Deputy Foreign Minister 
Yuli Vorontzov. 

The official Iraqi News 
Agency said Aziz would discuss 
moves at the Security Council in 
the light of Iran's failure to 
accept the resolution. 

Signs 

Baghdad had accused Mos- 
cow of trying to postpone attem- 
pts to impose sanctions against 
Iran to press it to accept the 
resolution. 

Moscow, officially neutral in 
the Gulf conflict, has supplied 
arms to Iraq but recently shown 
signs of trying to improve rela- 
tions with Iran. 

While Aziz met officials in 
Moscow, a delegation from the 
Supreme Soviet started a work- 
ing visit in Iraq and one of its 
members, Gaibnazar Pall ay cv 
said Moscow supported Iraq in 
line with the friendship and 
cooperation treaty between the 
two countries.

HIGH winds across the country 
caused severe sandstorm on 
Monday that started in the after- 
noon and lasted for almost the 
whole night. Visibility through- 
out this period was less than half 
a kilometre. 

However, drivers found that 
sudden gusts of wind swept thick 
clouds of sand across the motor- 
ways reducing effective visibility 
to zero for brief periods. 

The Meteorological Office 
reported that visibility was 
poorest between 3.00 and 5.00 
pm. 7.00 and 9.00 pm and .again 
between 10.30 pm and midnight. 

Dust 

Swirling clouds ofdusL blotted 
out the landscape and driving 
conditions became extremely 
dangerous, particularly when the 
wind dropped and motorists 
speeded up before plunging 
abruptly into the next dust cloud 
and having to brake suddenly. 

Unusually, the high winds 
whipped up quite large grains of 
sand which gave unfortunate 
pedestrians a genuine feeling of 
being sandblasted. * 

The Meteorological Office 
said that the high winds were 
caused by a steep atmospheric 
pressure gradient, high pressure 
in Kuwait itself and low pressure 
over the Eastern Mediterranean. 
The highest wind velocity was 
recorded at 60 kilometres per 
hour. Brief showers of rain were 
also recorded in some areas. 

By yesterday the wind had sub- 
sided and though the sandstorm 
continued it was not as severe as 
on Monday. 

Inclement 

weather 

NICOSIA, Feb 2, (Reuter): 
Some of the worst winter weather 
in 50 years struck the Middle 
East this week, whipping up san- 
dstorms in Egypt, dumping snow 
in the Syrian desert and causing 
at least three deaths. 

Blinding sandstorms closed 
airports in the southern Egyptian 
resorts of Luxor and Aswan 
today, stranding thousands of 
foreign tourists. 

Syrian Air Force helicopters 
were called in to drop emergency 
food and medical supplies to 
villages cut off by snow which fell 
in the centra] desert region for the 
first time in 50 years. 

High winds in Tel Aviv blew 
down a roof on Monday, killing 
one child and injuring five oth- 
ers. 

Villagers in eastern Turkey 
began digging out of snow drifts 
up to five metres (16 feet) deep 
which isolated out of snow drifts 
up to five metres (16 feet) deep 
which isolated many hamlets and 
sparked an avalanche in which 
one man was killed. 

In Amman, a 15-year-old 
schoolboy drowned in a flooded 
ditch after heavy rain and snow 
struck the north and east of Jor- 
dan in what meteorology depart- 
ment officials called the worst 
weather since ] 938. 

Floods in Beirut brought traf- 
fic to a standstill, while snow 
blocked roads in nearby moun- 
tains and orchards were 
damaged by torrential rain in the 
south.

US-Soviet meetings 
to begin soon 


WASHINGTON, Feb 2, (AP): 
US Secretary of State George 
Shultz and Soviet Foreign Mini- 
ster Eduard Shevardnadze will 
begin a series of monthly meet- 
ings, but each country has given a 
different view of what the discus- 
sions will cover. 

The meetings are scheduled to 
begin Feb 21 in Moscow. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Rozanne Ridgway, who will 
accompany Shultz on the trip, 
said the Secretary would give 
equal weight to the US campaign 
to persuade the Soviets to 
improve living conditions for 
their people and to lower emigra- 
tion barriers. 

She said human rights and 
Afghanistan — not just arms 
control — will be high on the 
agenda. 

A treaty to halve the US and 
Soviet armouries of long-range 
bombers, missiles and nndear 
submarines would cap President 
Ronald Reagan's fourth and 
final meeting with General 
Secretary Mikhail Gorbachev 
and assure both leaders a place in 
history — if negotiators can get it 
ready in time. 

The Soviet news agency Tass, 
in announcing Shultz’s trip, 
emphasised the work he and 


Shevardnadze would do in draft- 
ing a strategic arms reduction 
treaty. 

Tass quoted Gennady 

Gerasimov, the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry spokesman, as saying 
Shultz and Shevardnadze would 
“conduct the necessary prepara- 
tion of the draft treaty on 50 per 
cent reduction of the strategic 
offensive arms.” 

The meeting will also “create 
conditions for President 

Reagan's forthcoming visit to 
Moscow to end with a concrete 
result as has Mikhail Gorba- 
chev's visit to Washington," 
Gerasimov said. 

He said Shultz and Shevard- 
nadze will discuss other matters 
“that will be topical at the time of 
the visit." 

Ms Ridgway said the Soviets 
would be prodded to withdraw 
their 1 15,000 troops from Afgh- 
anistan after an intervention of 
more than eight years. 

Shultz will leave Washington 
on Feb 19, stop in Helsinki and 
then fly to the Soviet capital Feb 
21. he and Shevardnadze will 
meet over two days, and possibly 
also on Feb 23 before Shultz 
leaves for Brussels to brief the 
North AtlanticTreaty Organiza- 
tion on his way home.

Shultz told a Congressional 
Committee that Assistant 
Secretary cf State Richard Mur- 
phy might visit the Middle East 
to continue US efforts to bridge 
differences between Israel and 
Arab states. 

King Hussein arrived in Paris 
from Rome today on the second 
stage of a tour of five European 
capitals to press the growing 
campaign for peace negotiations 
to settle the Israeb-Palestinian 
problem. 

The Reagan administration 
has also proposed a new peace 
initiative, which focusses on 
three steps: 

• Phase one: quick elections 
for a local Palestinian leadership 
with a limited governing auton- 
omy on the West Bank. Israel will 
allow the elections and will not 
interfere in them. The US is thin- 
king of holding these elections 
within the coming three months. 

• Phase two: convening of an 
international conference before 
the end of this year. But the con- 
ference as envisioned by Washin- 
gton is to be ceremonial in its 
opening form that will 
immediately lead to face - 1 o- face 
negotiations after a day or two. 

Result 

•Phase three: final agreement 
to be reached on a comprehen- 
sive settlement that will result 
from these face-to-face negotia- 
tions. The final session of the 
international conference wifi 
simply bless and guarantee the 
implementation of the 
agreement with no interference 
by any superpower in the final 
outcome. There will be no veto 
power on the outcome by any 
outside party. 

The PLO today accused Israel 
of trying toextensmale Palestin- 
ians in its handling of unrest in 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

PLO representative Nabil 
Ramlawi told the United 
Nations Human Rights Com- 
mission that attacks by Israeli 
troops on unarmed men, women 
and children at the order of 
Israeli Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin amounted to genocide. 


Cordovez resumes shuttle 


ISLAMABAD. Feb 2, (AP): UN 
mediator Diego Cordovez flew 
today to the Pakistani capital 
from Kabul on the fifth leg of a 
diplomatic shuttle aimed at end- 
ing the nine-year-old war in 
Afghanistan. 

His arrival coincided with 
reports of new fighting around 
the Afghan capital, including a 
Soviet claim that Afghan forces 
seized a cache of missiles that 
Muslim fighters intended to fire 
into Kabul. 

Cordovez' return to 
Islamabad after three days of 
talks with the Afghans came on 
short notice, Pakistani officials 
said. 

Hopes 

“We got about 20 minutes' 
notice,” said a Foreign Ministry . 
official. “But that's nothing new.' 
His schedule is made up literally 
hour-by-hour." 

The Ecuadorean diplomat has - 
served as a go-between for the 
Islamabad and Kabul govern- 
ments since Afghan peace talks 
began in Geneva in 1982. 


This year, however, hopes fora 
settlement reached new heights 
■ after Soviet officials openly said 
they were ready to agree on a 
withdrawal or the estimated 
1 15,000 Soviet troops who have 
fought Afghan insurgents since 
December 1979. 

Cordovez has said little about 
the progress of his shuttle mis- 
sion, now in its second week. But 
P akistani announcements cou- 
ched in diplomatic phrases 
indicate the major issue is the 
make-up of an Afghan adminis- 
tration once the Soviets leave. 

Najib, leader ofTCs bill's Marx- 
ist government, ha£ called for a 
coalition with resistance parties, 
a proposal the insurgents flatly 
.reject. 

Pakistan has. served as a 
mouthpiece for the Mujahedeen 
in the Geneva talks because it 
aids their struggle, with help 
from the United States, and shel- 
ters more than *3.5 million 
Afghan refugees. 

There was no indication how 
long Cordovez would remain in 


Islamabad or if he planned to 
return to Kabul. 

Western diplomatic sources in 
the Pakistani capital said fighting 
in Afghanistan continued this 
week at unprecedented levels for 
the winter. 

They cited reports from their 
counterparts in Kabul that new 
fighting has broken out in the 
Shomaii basin north of the city. 

Guerrilla activity has forced 
the closing of the Salang High- 
way, a key supply route running 
north to the Soviet border, they 
said. 

Mujahedeen also stepped up 
attacks on electric power 
facilities east of Kabul, disrupt- 
ing power supplies to the capital, 
the diplomats said. 

The reports indicated that 
Soviet- Afghan forces and the 
guerrillas were forgoing the usual 
winter lull that accompanies the 
first significant snows of the 
season. ' 

On Saturday, Cordovez had to 
postpone a trip to Kabul for one 


day because ofheavy snow. 

Hie Soviet news agency Tass 
also reported today that Afghan 
government forces prevented a 
rocket attack on the capital by 
finding a cache of 1 2 surface mis- 
siles and three “explosive 
devices" in the nearby moun- 
tains. 

Tass did not say where or when 
the arms were found. 

UN role 

Meanwhile, Stephen Lewis, 
Canada's Ambassador to the 
United Nations, said today that 
the United Nations would have a 
major role in any settlement rea- 
ched on the Afghan conflict. 

“Without it, you couldn't 
reach a settlement," Lewis told 
an audience of diplomats and 
politicians at the Institute of 
Strategic Studies. Some Soviet 
reporters were also present. 

He discussed UN sponsored 
talks in Geneva between Pakis- 
tan and A fghanistan designed to 
bring about the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan 
and restore peace in the country. 


London worried over N. Korea retaliates 
Briton hejd in Iran against Japan 


LONDON, Feb 2, (AP): Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher’s 
government has expressed con- 
cern over press reports that tbs 
Iranian government seeks to use 
jailed British businessman Roger 
Cooper as a political bargaining 
counter- 

Cooper, 52, a nephew of the 
late British poet and novelist 
Robert Graves, has been held in 
Tehran's Evin prison ' ance his 
arrest on Dec 7. 1985. He was 
originally held for overstaying 
his visa but after the British 
Foreign Office complained the 
Iranians accused him of spying 
for Britain. 

Pressure 

The Tunes of London repor- 
ted Monday that Iran's Supreme 
Islamic court is due to rule on the 
validity of the death sentence 
passed on Cooper by a lower 
court for alleged spying. But the 
paper quoted unnam ed sources 
close to the Tehran government 
as saying they do not expect 
Cooper to be executed. 

Itquoted the sources as saying: 


“His case is political Cooper is 
a foreigner and the government is 
aware that countries have certain 
levers of pressure at their dis- 
posal" 

The Tunes did not indicate 
how the Iranian government 
reportedly sought to use Cooper 
to exert political pressure. 

But another London paper, 
the Sunday Telegraph, reported 
that Iran wants Britain to reopen 
its embassy, bade Iran in its 
seven-year-old Gulf war with 
Iraq and supply spare parts for 
Iran's British-built Rapier anti- 
aircraft missiles. 

Britain has kept its embassy in 
Tehran dosed since 1980 follow- 
ing seizure of the US Embassy 
there and British government 
contacts are usually maintained 
through Swedish Embassy. 

The Sunday Telegraph, which 
said Mrs Thatcher’s government 
has protested that the charges 
against Cooper are trumped up, 
added: “Middle East diplomatic 
sources said the Tehran regime 

Terry Waite ... if Britain would 
cooperate.'* 


TOKYO, Feb 2, (AP): North 
Korea today declared a ban on 
diplomatic contacts with Japan 
in retaliation for sanctions 
against Pyongyang imposed 
after the bombing of a Korean 
Air (KAL) jetliner. 

North Korea said it would 
deny entry to Japanese govern- 
ment officials and individuals 
with government ties and break 
off talks concerning the fate of 
two Japanese fishermen serving 
20-year sentence for alleged spy- 
ing. 

“Wecaxmot but take a resolute 
countermeasure against the so- 
called sanctions taken by the 

K^x!* incident with the^DPRK 
(North Korea)," said the 
Rodong Sinmun, the organ of 
the central, committee of the 
Workers Party of Korea in a 
commentary. 

“This is an intolerable virious 
challenge to the sovereignty and 
dignity of our republic and a 
criminal move to further 
aggravate tensions on the 
Korean peninsula, contrary to 


the common desire and interests 
of the peoples of Korea and 
Japan," said the paper. 

Contacts 

“From this moment, today. 
North Korean diplomats will 
never contact Japanese 
diplomats,” the official news 
agency said. 

Japan had imposed limited 
sanctions against North -Korea 
last month after the destruction 
in November of a South Korean 
jetliner carrying 1 15 people. A 
woman who was a passenger on 
an earlier part of the flight said 
on Jan 15 that she was a North 
Korean agent and had planted a 
bomb on the jet, which disap- 
peared near Burma.

They blamed the Information 
Ministry for not permitting the 
sale of some films that were 
shown on television and blamed 
some officials for preventing the 
ilay of some videofilms which 
been previously authorised 
by the ministry. 

Relatione 

A video shop owner, Alla 
Husni, said that more than 180 
customers came to his shop daily. 
He said there were no problems 
-wrtb-the-customersi -although- 
some complained that copies 
were old and not dear and 
demanded a good copy. 

He urged people to clean their 
video cassette recorders 
regularly and have maintenance 
done at specialist shops. 

He said his shop sold a large 
number of video topes, especially 
those of new Arabic films ana 
New Year parties. Films of Add 
Imam were in large demand and 
were considered the No 1 in the 
video industry. 

Husni said relations with the 
information Ministry were good 
and representatives visited the 
shop regularly. But some staff 
seized video tapes that had been 
formerly authorised for sale by 
the ministry and this caused 
problems with customers, 
because these films had been sold 
previously to other customers. 

He said that video shops in 
Kuwait should cooperate with 
the distributors. 

Adventure 

Atoul Dwan, a salesman at a 
video shop, said the shop was 
established a year ago and had at 
least 250 to 300 customers a day, 
with bigger numbers on Thurs- 
days, Fridays and holidays. He 
said his shop specialised in 
Indian, Pa kistani 1 and En glish 

films. Most customers were 
interested in adventure films and 
were of different nationalities, 
including Russians, Britons and 
Indians. 

A video tope dealer, Narsma o, 
called on the information Minis- 
try to enforce the rights of Indian 
movies. He said that films 
brought from India could be 
copied without restriction. 
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He was not in favour of having 
all video shops in one complex 
because this would create con- 
fusion among customers and 
competition in prices. He said 
that having video shops in dif- 
ferent areas of Kuwait was in the 
interest of the public and made it 
easy for them to get tapes. 

Unify 

He said that high shop rents, 
electricity costs and workers' 
salaries added to operating costs. 

He called on the Information 
Ministry to unify the prices of old 
and new films.

TOKYO, Feb 2, (Kuna): Japan's 
major mass media have demon- 
strated today keen interest in the 
United Arab Emirates, reflecting 
booming relations and coopera- 
tion with the Arab Gulf country. 

Attention of television and 
newspapers was focused on 
Japan festival in Abu Dhabi and 
other cities of UAE as a major 
economic and cultural event 
which will continue until Feb 13. 

Relations between Japan and 
UAE are wanning up more than 
ever amid prospects that an 
official visit by UAE President 
Sh aikh Zayed Bin Sultan AI 
Nahayan to Japan would 
materialize some time this year, 
observers noted. 

A Japanese delegation of 160 
members is presently visiting 
UAE on the occasion of the 
Japanese festival there, in which 
some 40 trading and industrial 
firms are participating along 
with Japanese government agen- 
cies to exhibit their country's 
economic and cultural activities, 
it was reported. 

Meanwhile, newspapers have 
reported disclosures by the UAE 
Ou Minister Dr. Mana Saeed AI 
Otoiba in which he predicted 
world oil prices would rebound 
to around 18 dollars a barrel 
within a week or two. 

Otaiba is expected to arrive m 
Tokyo on February 12 on a 
week-long visiL one of several 
trips he made to Japan during the 
past ten years or so, it was relia- 
bly learnt. 

Otoiba made a deep impres- 


sion in 1981 when he came to 
Tokyo to introduce to the Japan- 
ese people chairman of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization 
Yasser Arafat os a national hero 
during his historic visit to this 
country then. 

According to the UAE 
embassy Charge d'Affaires 
Ismaeel Youssuf, bilateral trade 
between his country and Japan 
totalled S2 billion last year, in 
favour of UAE. 

In addition to booming trade, 
the Arab Gulf country has been 
No.l exporter of crude oil to 
Japan since June last year, 
replacing Saudi Arabia in the 
coveted position. 

Oil imports from UAE last 
December totalled 3.4 million 
kilometres, thus remained the 
major supplier to Japan for the 
past six months in a row, official 
figures showed. 

On the lighter side, many 
Japanese, who have taste for 
poetry, have shown interest in 
Otaiba 's poem he wrote last 
December, in which he addressed 
his Kuwaiti counterpart Sheikh 
Ali Khalifa AI Athbi AJ. Sabah, 
as it was recently translated into 
Japanese.

Support uprising 

ALL indicators affirm that the revolution in the occupied 
territories is well on its way to organising itself in such a 
way that the requirements needed to continue the revolu- 
tion will be provided and the desired goal achieved. 

All signs show that the revolution is forming a political 
leadership capable of establishing itself, after Arab and 
Palestinian leaderships failed to restore Palestinian lands 
and rights. 

During the past 40 years, the Israelis neglected every- 
thing, including the advice of friends like US and Western 
Europe. Israel was successful in convincing these friends, 
which also included other countries of the West, and the 
Soviet Union, that Israel could deal with the Palestinians 
and that the Palestinian people would not dare revolt. 

Israel thought that its confrontation was with a num- 
ber of organisations outside of Palestine, which put 
Palestinian affairs aside and involved themselves with 
Arab afFairs, adding to them their own disputes, since 
each had its own way of liberating Palestine.

Doomsday, 
not yet

CHICAGO. (UPI): In six min- 
utes: Doomsday. The skies will 
bum and life will end. 

Thai's the bottom line, meta- 
phorically speaking. 

For 40 years, the Bulletin of 
the Atomic Scientists has publi- 
shed on its cover the face of a 
clock ticking away toward mid- 
night. Internationally recognised 
as the voice of reasonable alarm, 
the Bulletin's doomsday clock 
serves as a simple and direct sym- 
bol of the dangers of this nuclear 
age. 

Six minutes to midnight is how 
it stands now. Frightening, but 
an improvement. 

During the hydrogen bomb 
tests of the 1 950s. it stood as close 
as two minutes. 

For the past 1 5 years, until the 
signing of a treaty eliminating an 
entire class of nuclear weapons in 
December, it had been moving 
ever closer to the zero hour. 

Between 1984 and 1987, the 
doomsday clock was poised at 
three minutes to the end. 

Party 

But in January, the noted and 
nobel laureate scientists who 
determine the movement of the 
clock decided it was lime for a 
change in direction. Citing the 
Intermediate-range Nuclear 
Forces (INF) treaty, “the 
improvement in superpower 
relations, and the increase in 
international and nongovern- 
mental efforts to reverse the arms 
race," they pushed the minute 
handback three notches, dou- 
bling the distance to Armaged 
on. 

The staff of the Bulletin threw 
a party. 

“It's been a long time, since 
The Salt I treaty in 1972, that 
there was any reason to 
celebrate." says Nancy Myers, 
the building's managing editor. 
“For the first time in a long time, 
we have a reason to hope." 

Neither the Bulletin nor its 
clock started on such a note. The 
physicists who started the project 
had recently completed another 
one - the Manhattan Project — 
and they were filled with a rare 
sort of fear fuelled by knowledge 
rather than ignorance. 

“We were the only guys who 
knew what was going on, and it 
frightened the hell out of us." 
says John Simpson, a space 
scientist with the Enrico Fermi 
Institute in Chicago and found- 
ing chairman of the Atomic 


Scientists. 

“The Army kept telling us they 
were going to educate the public 
about the bomb, the government 
kept telling us, but of course they 
never did,” Simpson says. “So 
we had to take it upon our- 
selves." 

From the beginning, the scien- 
tists had a certain amount of 
celebrity on which to launch their 
educational campaign — Albert 
Einstein. Edward Teller, and J. 
Robert Oppenheimer were all 
original participants. The 
magazine's list of 45 sponsoring 
scientists boasts 16 Nobel prize 
winners, including Linus Paul- 
ing, the first man to win iwo 
prizes, one for chemistry and one 
for peace. 

Symbol 

But within a couple years, Sim- 
pson says, it became clear that 
the weighty, intellectual articles 
of the Bulletin were lost on the 
general public. 

“The American public doesn't 
want to know the details, they 
just want to know the bottom 
line,” he says. “So we gave them 
the clock, the absolute bottom 
line." 

Myers agrees. “A good con- 
crete symbol is worth thousands 
and thousands of words," she 
says. 

The Bulletin’s slogan for the 
clock: “We tell the world what 
time it is.” 

Simpson says he cannot recall 
all of the arguments that went 
into originally placing the clock 
at seven minutes to midnight, 
though he believes "we were 
actually somewhat optimistic 
starting there.” 

But, he adds, “the actual posi- 
tion of the clock is not an exact 
thing — it's a judgement, not 
based on any mathematical for- 
mula — and where it stands is not 
as important as the direction it's 
going. U gives a sense of how 
we're doing as a species.” 

Although the position of the 
clock is discussed twice a year at 
board meetings, it has only been 
changed a dozen times since 1947 
and it has not changed easily. As 
Eugene Rabinowitch. a co-foun- 
der of the Bulletin, once said, the 
clock “is not intended to reflect 
the momentary international 
situation but the trend of human 
society toward or away from 
nuclear catastrophe." 

YeL, the clock has moved four 
limes since 1980: from nine, to 
seven, to four, to three, and then 
fortunately, a move back.

Purchasing shirts in Hanoi 


Reforms better than revolutionary zeal

BANGKOK (AP): Pragmatic 
reform is replacing revolution- 
ary zeal in Vietnam, which has 
built a powerful military 
machine but failed to cope with 
massive peacetime problems. 

Spearheaded by an ageing but 
vigorous Communist Party chief 
nicknamed “The little Gorba- 
chev,” Vietnam is trying to purge 
domestic diehards, make friends 
in the West and struggle out of 
the world's economic cellar. 

It has also shown signs of 
greater flexibility on the pivotal 
issue of pulling its forces out of 
Kampuchea. 

The avowed aim of the libera] - 
isationdrive — which apparently 
has some staunch opponents at 
home — is to bring respite from 
decades of incessant warfare, 
economic deprivation and 
dramatic reverses. 

T wenty years ago. in 1968, the 
Vietnamese co mm unists laun- 
ched the daring and bloody Tel 
offensive that turned the Indo- 
china war in their favour. 

Pariah 

Ten years ago, in 1978, they 
were assailed for the plight of the 
“boat people,” their political re- 
education camps and seeming

indifference to the general suffer- 
ing of the population. Late that 
year, the now-unified nation was 
branded an international pariah 
after its troops invaded Kampu- 
chea. 

But in December 1986, when 
several old line leaders in Hanoi 
stepped down after admitting to 
ruinous economic policies, Viet- 
nam launched its own brand of 
Soviet “glasnost” and restruc- 
turing. Many Western visitors 
say “the new openness” is bring- 
ing remarkable changes to a 
society of S talinis t economics, 
secret police and dosed doors. 

Admonishing his fellow com- 
munists to “look squarely at the 
truth," the Communist Party's 
new secretary-general, 72 -year- 
old Nguyen Van Linh, is foster- 
ing private enterprise, decentral- 
ising some decision -making and 
carrying out a sweeping purge of 
encrusted state and party 
bureaucracies. 

He personally writes a muck- 
raking newspaper column. And 
while Vie tnam remains an auth- 
oritarian, one-party state, he has 


loosened a previous stranglehold 
on the media, which now single 
out corrupt officials, consumer 
complaints and even problems 
within the once- touchable 
military. 

Release 

A large number of inmates 
were released last year Grom so- 
called re-education camps that at 
one time held as many as 200,000 
members of the fallen South 
Vietnamese government and 
assorted dissidents. Hanoi 
claims that only 1,000 remain in 
what some have branded the 
“Vietnamese gulag” although 
there are indications the number 
may be somewhat higher. 

The new leadership is also 
opening doors to the non-com- 
munist world, hoping to attract 
capital and technology — and 
possibly lessen its dependence on 
the Soviet Union in the process. 

Early this year, Hanoi 
unveiled what may be the most 
liberal foreign investment code in 
the communist world. Its prov- 


isions guarantee a full repatria- 
tion of profits and no limit on the 
amount of joint venture equity 
held by foreign investors. 

Over the past six months, 
Hanoi has made a special effort 
to woo Washington, promising 
to continue the search for 
Americans missing in action and 
allowing a stream of US journal- 
ists, congressmen and academics 
to enter the country. 

However, Washington 
r emains adamant that it will not 
establish diplomatic relations or 
do business with Hanoi unless 
substantial progress is made on 
the missing Americans and 
unless 140,000 Vietnamese 
troops are withdrawn from 
Kampuchea. 

Hanoi has promised a total 
pullout from Kampuchea by 
1990, and US State Department 
officials say they have noted 
“new movement” in the search 
fora political solution to thecon- 
flict. But strong skepticism 
remains about Vietnam's inten- 
tions. And the nine-year-long 
guerrilla war continues, even 


though a leading economic adv- 
iser, Nguyen Xuan Oanh. has 
said the conflicts has “drained 
our resources.” 

Inflation 

More than 1.1 million Viet- 
namese have left the country 
since the war ended, many of 
them braving stormy seas and 
pirates in rickety boats. Curren- 
tly the United Nations-spon- 
sored orderly departure 
programme has more lhan 

650,000 applications on file from 
those who want to seek new - lives 
abroad, majority of them in the 
United States. 

Vietnam's woes also include 
an inflation rate that runs in the 
hundreds of per cent. a_ pre- 
World War I infrastructure in the 
north and a deeply rooted dis- 
gruntlemeni in the south which 
reels the continued exodus of 
refugees. 

In Hanoi, the spartan capital, 
the fortunate have taken advan- 
tage of changing times to open 
small private business. Those on 
meagre state salaries line up at 


sparsely stocked government 
stores and must save for months 
fora pair of pants. Countrywide, 
the annual per capita income b 
roughly 5200 — one of the 
world's lowest - and malnutri- 
tion is widespread. 

“We are embarking on the 
1988 plan with little 
improvement in material condi- 
tions," admitted top economic 
planner Vo Van KieL He noted 
the amount of food available per 
person was down eight per cent 
down since 1985. Vietnam has a 
population of 62 million in a land 
the size of Norway, and the 
population grows by some one 
million each year. 

Linh still faces stubborn 
opposition from both old guard 
party men weaned on revolution 
and wars as well as from inef- 
ficient managers who stand to 
loose their jobs under a new 
incentive system. 

In addition to changes of 
attitude. Vietnamese officials 
agree the nation will need about 
52 billion a year in Soviet aid. 

But this aid. which the Soviets 
themselves have accused Hanoi 
of squandering, has proved inef- 
ficient and the signs are few that 
the West will take up the slack 
until Hanoi changes its foreign 
policies. 


Businessmen leap ahead as politicians wrangle 


Building a more common Common Market

BRUSSELS, (AP): Fed up with 
the economic cost of a fragmen- 
ted Europe, businessmen are 
leaping ahead of governments to 
- build ajmore common Common 
Market' 

While the European 
politicians try to remove national 
rules and regulations and unify 
the continent by 1992, corporate 
chieftains aremoving farfasterto 
bring their companies together 
for bigger profits. 

Begun 

Convinced that a fragmented 
marketplace has kept them 
behind the United States and 
Japan in the global economic 
race, businessmen big and small 
think it is already lime for a new, 
more free-wheeling economy 
where national frontiers no lon- 
ger hinder the flow of money and 
trade. 

“I really sense the need to build 
Europe, and I anticipate it hap- 
pening,” says Carlo de Benedetti, 
president of the Italian computer 


it Olivetti SPA and one of 
Europe's most successful cap- 
tains of commerce. 

The transformation has 
already begun on a modest scale v . 
spurred by the European Econ- 
omic Community’s campaign to 
create a “borderless Europe" — 
a unified market free of internal 
trade barriers by 1992. 

The aim is to build an 
integrated economy .That goal is 
enshrined in the EEC’s founding 
treaty 31 years ago but has been 
blocked by a seemingly immova- 
ble thicket of national standards 
and local regulations. 

Beyond the economic sig- 
nificance of the EEC campaign 
lies a more deep-rooted hope in 
many European countries that 
economic integration can serve 
as a new impulse to creating a 
European political union. 

For now, the main selling 
point is the material gains that 
economic integration would 
bring. The EEC estimates that 
fragmentation of the economy 
add 10 per cent to the cost of 
consumer goods made in Europe 


and clips about 830 billion a year 
from business profits. 

‘Uncommon’ 

In today's “uncommon 
market," as critics , call it, m 
national rules oftenfiy in the face 
of European ideals and hamper 
the free flow of goods and 
sendees. 

For example: 

• Life insurance companies 
can't sell policies outside their 
national borders; although plans 
to change this are on the drawing 
board. Banks and other financial 
enterprises also face stiff restric- 
tions. 

• National technical standards 
are so out of sync that producers 
of electric shavers, for instance, 
have to make a dozen different 
types in order to meet the 
requirements of all member 
countries. 

• Individuals cannot open bank 
accounts in the currency of 
another EEC country. 

• There is no uniform system 
under which countries recognise 
one another’s professional stan- 
dards or the validity of academic

A circulation war in Soviet Union

MOSCOW: Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev's policy of glas- 
nost (openness) has caused 
something close to a circulation 
war among the Soviet news 
media. 

“For the first time since the 
'20s. Soviet papers and journals 
are competing against each 
other," says literary specialist 
Nikolai Anastasyev. 

Most Soviet readers subscribe 
to their newspapers and 
magazines rather than buying 
them on the streeeL The govern- 
ment's decision to drop fixed 
ceilings on circulations this year 
caused subscriptions for some 
journals and newspapers to soar 
— particularly those periodicals 
that have been most daring in 
their discussion of present 
political and social issues. 

Cool 

The more conservative papers 
and journals have on the whole 
fared less well. The most surpris- 
ing loser is Pravda, the main 
Communist Party newspaper. Its 
circulation has dropped from 
last year’s figures by 300,000 to 
10.7 million. 

Pravda is viewed by some 
Soviet observers as one of the 
more conservative newspapers 
when it comes to perestroika 
(restructuring). A week ago. for 
example, the paper published an 
attack by the head of its 
propaganda department on the 
new anti-Staiinist play of 
dramatist Mikhail Shatrov. 

Viktor Afiinasycr, Pravda's 
editor since 1976, is a political 
survivor. Some of his colleagues 
feel he is cool to radical reform. 


“If perestroika works, Afan- 
asyev will be out,” says a senior 
Soviet journalist. “If it doesn’t 
work, fll be out” 

Izvestia, the second most 
important Soviet newspaper, is 
fast catching up with Pravda. 

The government daily has 
increased its circulation over last 
year by almost 2-1/2 million, to 
more than 10 million. Under the 
editorship of Ivan Laptev, the 
paper has developed a repu ration 
for lively and often hard-hitting 
articles. 

The biggest loser appears to be 
the monthly Foreign Literature, 
which has lost ground as readers 
turn their attention to Soviet 
wri ters whose works would, until 
very recently, have been unpubli- 
shable here. 

Down by 70,000 to 400,000 
from last year, the journal is toy- 
ing with a daring way of winning 
back subscribers — publishing 
“Lolita," Vladimir Nabokov’s 
novel, which was the subject of 
an obscenity trial when it 
appeared in the United Slates in 
the 1950s. 

One of the most outspoken 
magazines, the popular weekly 
Ogonyok. has scored only a par- 
tial victory in the circulation bat- 
tle. It has acquired more than 

750,000 new subscribers this 
year. 

Difficult 

But the casual reader will find 
Ogonyok even harder to buy on 
the newsstand. The magazine’s 
overall subscription is incresing. 
by only 270,000, to 1,77 million. 
More than 1.3 million copies will 
go to subscribers. This leaves 
only 400,000 copies a week for 
retail sale nationwide. 

Staff members say they could 
easily sell more retail copies. But

responsibility for this lay with its 
“bosses” in the Pravda group. 

The outspoken weekly Mos- 
cow News reports an increase in 
its foreign-language circulation. 
But only 250,000 copies will be 
available in Russian inside the 
Soviet Union. 

Another sometimes con- 
troversial publication, Sovietsk- 
aya Kultura, is increasing its out- 
put by more than 10 per cent — 
double its recent annual average 
increases. 

The paper was the subject of a 
special meeting last year with 
Yegor Ligachev, the second-ran- 
king Soviet leader, last year. 

“I don’t think he went there 
because he was a big fan of the 
paper,” a Soviet journalist com- 
mented. 

The two leading literary and 
political journals, Novy Mir and 
Znamya, have doubled their cir- 
culations. Novy Mir's new cir- 
culation is about one milli on; 
Znamya 's January print run was 
500.000. 

Both journals have led the way 
in publishing long-forbidden 
works of some of the greatest 
modern Russian writers. 

They have also published 
some of the most powerful dis- 
cussions of the need for econ- 
omic and political change. 

Hie biggest winner in the cir- 
culation stakes, however, is 
Druzhba Narodov, a less- 
fashionable journal, Ijs circula- 
tion in January jumped from 

150,000 to 800.000. 

The main reason for this seems 
to be one man — Anatoly 
Rybakov, whose “Children of 
the ArbaL" die novel about a 


group of people growing up dur- 
ing dictator Joseph Stalin's 
purge years, was the big hit of 
1987. 

In a phone interview, 
Rybakov said that he was stQl 
working on the novel, but that he 
expected the rest ofit to appear in 
the magazine late this year. 

Sceptical 

Asked whether his new novel 
was the cause of the circulation 
increase, he answered: “Of 
course.” 

Two m a g azines that have 
failed to benefit from the ren- 
ewed interest in reading are the 
monthlies Nash Sovremennik 
and Molodaya Gvardia. 

Both have taken a more scep- 
tical view of the changes m 
politics and literature. 

Molodaya Gvardia last year 
was involved in rancorous 
polemics with the weekly Ogon- 
yok. It also published comments 
that were construed by some 
readers as support for Pamyat, 
an extremist political organisa- 
tion. 

' The November, the maga- 
zine's editor expressed unhappi- 
ness at his colleagues’ haste to 
publish works by “newly 
appeared geniuses” . like Osip 
Mandelshtam (who died in 
Stalin's camp in 1938). 

Molodaya Gvardia reports a 
“snail increase” in circulation 
this year. 

At least one newspaper reports 
tittle if any change this year. Hie 
circulation of the armed-forces 
newspaper Krasnaya Zvezda 
(Red Star), which rarely makes 
for exciting reading, will remain 
“almost constant in 1988, a 
staff member said.

“I’m not a letter writer, you 
know. But I would love to 
have you keep in touch.” 
Charming. If I want to 
spend my time writing 
letters to someone I know 
won’t reply, I'll correspond 
with my batik manager. 
With him I might get lucky. 

Although I never get an 
answer, I do keep asking 
myself, what is the point in 
making the effort to 
establish a very special 
friendship only to find that 
it relies on the spoken 
word? One friend uses her 
5-1/2 children (she's 
prejgnant with number 6) as 
an excuse but, in terms of 
energy output, I'd pit my 2 
against her 5 any day . 
Another favourite defence 
is, “Well, I will be going 
back into the job market 
when I go home.” Does this 
mean that being employed 
automatically e limina tes 
the ability to write? And 
what does she think I do 
with my time , sit and write 
friendly letters all day? 

Sad experience is forcing 
me to believe that all the 
very nicest people just don't 
write letters. (I’m a great 
correspondent, so you 
know exactly what kind of 
person I am!) 

Perhaps in the interest of 
being realistic, I should add 
one more question to the 
survey: Do you make long- 
distance phone calls 
(without calling collect)? I 
could probably recoup 
some of the expense by 
buying shares in our local 
telephone company.

NEW YORK: Harlem. The 
place you end up when you 
don't know the subway and 
accidentally board the uptown 
express instead of the local. An 
area Manhattan cabdrivers 
shun and* most non-residents 
avoid after dark. Nobody takes 
a guided tour of Harlem, right? 

True, for the average New 
Yorker, perhaps. But whether 
despite its negative image or 
because of it, the number of 
tourists traveling to Harlem has 
been growing, from an 
estimated 1,000 in 1983 to 
almost 10,000 this year. 
Visitors from around the globe 
— especially from France, 
Britain, Canada, and Japan — 
pour into New York daily with 
bookings to visit this black and 
hispanic community. 

They come to walk the newly 
renovated strip along 1 2th 
Street and to hear the bl ues and 
jazz, the “soul music" that put 
Harlem on the map as the hot- 
test nightclub district in New 
York during the jazz age of the 
1920s. Or to dme on "soul 
food,” Southern-style 
spareribs. black-eyed peas, and 
corn bread, in restaurants tike 
Sylvia's on West I28lh Street 

On Sunday mornings, tour 
buses line up outside the 
Metropolitan Baptist Church, 
waiting for Lour groups that 
have traveled uptown to 
experience the booming sound 
of gospel-choir church music 

“When I say that I run a 
Harlem tour company, people 
stare at me. They say, ‘What are 
you doing in Hariem? What do 
you show? What places do you 
go to?’ People are so scared!" 
says Muriel Samama, a slim 
Frenchwoman who runs 
Harlem Spirituals Inc., a tour 
company specialising in guided 
walking tours and package 
trips to Harlem. 

Although wandering 
through Harlem at night is not 
advisable, traveling in a group 
by day, through the well- 
known areas, isponsidered safe. 
For newcomers to New York, 
group travel may be the most 
relaxing and secure way to firsL 
see this section. 

Most tour guides agree that 
Americans are more wary than 
foreigners of traveling to 
Harlem, even on a Lour. 

Americans are not that keen 
on black culture, but Euro- 
peans and Japanese are,” says 
Miss Samama. “Europeans are 
interested in ii for the cultural 
aspects. And Hariem is like a 
myth. It's something forbid- 
den, something where you can 
never go by yourself, so they 
really wanllo see it.” 


Despite its negative image or because of it, 
the number of tourists travelling to Hariem 
has been steadily growing. Visitors from all 
over the world especially from France, 
Britain, Canada and Japan pour into New 
York daily with bookings to visit this Black 
and Hispanic community.

Founded in 1981, Hariem 
Spirituals Inc. began with tours 
of Sunday morning gospel 
choir music. It now employs 
five local guides and includes 
three main tours; “Harlem on 
Sunday” for gospel choir 
music, “Harlem on Weekdays” 
for dinner and a visit to a jazz 
dub, and “Hariem by Night," 
which features a tour, dinner, 
and an evening at a nightclub. 
Prices range from $25 to $60 per 
person. 

According to Samama, busi- 
ness has grown rapidly in the 
last year. Eighiy per cent of her 
tourists come from Europe, 10 
per cent from Japan, and the 
remaining 10 per cent from the 
United States.

Your Way! offers guided tours 
by foot, bicycle, bus, or even 
limousine through almost any 
part of the diverse uptown 
□eighbourhoods.Nine bus 
companies, including Grayline,

^trough Harlem. And for the 
adventurous independent 
traveler, a guidebook called 
“Hariem Today: A Cultural 
and Visitors Guide was publi- 
shed last year, by G limbs & 
Thomas Publishers Inc. 

“Harlem has a very bad 
image because it’s gotten such 
bad press,” says Larcelia Kebe, 
president of Harlem, Your 
Way! “But I want visitors on 
my tours to get out We walk 
around. I want them to fed the 
rhythm of the people so they 
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don’t go away with such 
negative experiences.” 

“People have such weird 
notions of Hariem,” comments 
Benjamin Jones, director of the 
Hariem Visitors and Conven- 
tion Center. ‘Teople are either 
fearful of it, or they totally 
romanticise it To a lot of peo- 
ple .Hariem is just a slum. But 
there are lots of elegant homes. 
Harlem is a geographic area, 
but it also can be talked about 
as a state of mind. It’s a com- 
munity which stands for a lot of 
things that people take to heart. 
It's the black capital and the 
home of jazz." 

Geographically speaking, 
Harlem stretches from 96th 
Street on the south to 170th 
Street on the north, and from' 
the Harlem River on the east to 
the Hudson River on the west. 
Often mistakenly used as a syn- 
onym for New York's black 
ana Hispanic communities, 
Hariem is an interracial and 
multi-ethnic community. Bet- 
ween 1870 and 1920, the 
population of Jews, Germans, 
Italians, and Irish in Hariem 
actually outnumbered the 
blacks. Still today,, of the 
approximately 2 million black 
people fivingin New York City, 
only about 250,000 actually five 
in Hariem; amuch larger black 
community resides in Bedford - 
Stuyvesant, Brooklyn. 

“In everything I’ve ever read, 
whether the autobiography of 
MalcohnX. or whatever. I've 
always read about Harlem, so I 
was determined to crane here,'' 
says Creanna Moseley, a young 
black office worker from Tulsa, 
Okla. “It was at the top of my 
lisLl might miss other places, 
but I really wanted to come 
here.” She spent her one Sun- 
day in New York touring gos- 
pel churches with the Harlem, 
Your Way! agency. 

- A frequent traveler. Miss 
Moseley had two goals in mind 
on her first trip to New York; a 
night at a Broadway play and a 
trip uptown to Hariem. Like 
most tourists, she was surprised 
to discover the wide boulevards 
along Seventh Avenue, the 
elegant homes of Striyers Row, 
and' the many historic rites — 
standing reminders ofHarlem ’s 
legacy of wealth. 

As tour guides will quickly 
point out, Harlem contains 25 
historic sites, more than any 
other area of the city. The 
Dutch founded Harlem in 1 958 
as the farming community of 
New Haariem. In 1 776, George 
Washington fought the battle 
of Hariem Heights against the 
British, using the still-standing 
M orris- J ummd Mansion as his 
headquarters.

Oscar hopes for 13-year-old schoolboy

HOLLYWOOD: Whatever 

the reaction to Steven Spiel- 
berg's “Empire of the Sun" — 
and it has been mixed — critics 
do agree on one thing: their 
admiration for the film's 13- 
year-old star Christian Bale.

spends three years as a prisoner 
in a Japanese internment camp. 
John Malkovich and English 
actors Nigel Havers and 
Miranda Richardson share 
screen credit, but the film 
belongs to Bale. 

“I wouldn't say it is the most 
difficult job in the world," says 
Bale. “Lots of people have to 
work harder, a lot harder." 

“This is my first movie.” he 


explains, “so I don’t have any- 
thing to compare it with. FU 
realise how big it is if I do 
another film. But I got through 
; fun.”

LONDON, (Reuter): A ax- 
hour epic film of Charles Dick- 
ens’ Little Dorrit, with a star- 
studded cast including Sir Alec 
Guinness and Derek Jacobi, is 
winning rave reviews for its 
portrayal of the grinding 
poverty and colourful charac- 
ters of Victorian London. 

The film, in two parts, has 
been praised for its vivid evoca- 
tion of Dickensian England 
and for the consummate skill 
with which director Christine 
Edzard handles an enormous 
cast that includes many of 
Britain’s best-known actors. 

Derek Malcolm, film critic of 
the .Guardian newspaper, said 
the firm “displays the virtuosity 
and depth of British acting 
talent ... the essence of Dick- 
ens’s majestic panorama of 
weakness, gullibility and 
hypocrisy is all present,” in 
Guinness' and Jacobi's perfor- 
mances. 

The Times cinema critic, 
David Robinson, praised the 
film's epic quality and Lhe auth- 
enticity of the sets and cos- 
tumes. 

“Nor does it overlook the 
parallels to our own limes, in 
this new industrial society 
bedevilled by greed, passion for 
investment, embezzling moguls 
and the Insolence of bureau- 
cracy. Edzard does justice to 


Charles Robinson added. 

French-bom Edzard said 
little Dorrit was her favourite 
Dickens novel, even though it is 
notone of his most widely read, 
and that to film it had been a 
long-standing ambition. 

“I wanted to film the whole 
book, which is why it bad to be 
so long. I wouldn’t have tou- 
ched it otherwise, because I 
couldn’t have done it justice,” 
she added. 

“Everyone said it was quite 
impossible,” said Edza r d. even 
though the film’s £4.9 million 
(nine million dollars) budget is 
modest by Hollywood stan- 
dards.

Jacobi) and once through those 
of Amy Dorrit (Sarah Picker- 
ing). a young girl bom and 
brought up in Marshalsea deb- 


tors' prison. 

The story begins with Arthur 
Clennam '5 return to London 
and his grim, reclusive mother 
(the late Joan Greenwood) 
after 20 years in China. He 
takes pity on Amy, or Little 
Dorrit as she is called,who is 
working as a seamstress for his 
mother, and he tries, rather 
ineffectually, to help her. 

Clennam's vague do -good- 
ing backfires in a failed busi- 
ness venture and he lands in the 
Marshalsea from which 
William Dorrit, the heroine’s 
father and a long-time inmate, 
has been released after unex- 
pectedly inheriting a fortune. 

With their positions rever- 
sed, it is left to Little Dorrit to 
try to help Clennam. 

Oxford professor of English 
Literature John Carey writes in 
the programme that “The mere 
lighting of a candle, which 
sheds a gaunt and sickly pallor 
in Arthur’s half of the film, is a 
joyous outburst in Amy’s.” 

In Little Dorrit’s eyes the 
mansion of Mrs Clennam 
(Arthur’s mother) is filled with 
sunlight, Carey wrote. 

“It is, we realise, astately and 
beautiful house, with its poli- 
shed woods and ornate moul- 
ded ceiling. Yet Arthur has seen 
only darkness and decay.”

QUESTION: I’m a girl who wants to play 
high school football. Everyone says I shoul- 
dn’t. Are they right? 

ANSWER: The female football playerisa 
novelty, so it's no surprise that coaches, 
parents and teammates feel nervous about 
letting her join the team. The average 
woman is las muscular than the average 
man; weighs less; is generally not as strong 
and notas fast. When two bodies collide, the 
lighter, less-dense body absorbs the force of 
the momentum, posing a greater risk of 
injury, a factor any responsible supervisor 
must be concerned about. Furthermore, 
succeess in football depends upon strength 
and speed; again, the average woman is at a 
disadvantage. 

The real question is whether you as an 
individual belong on the team. How do you 
compare in size to team members?

It may sound chauvinistic, but these are the 
laws of motion and mass of physics that we 
are applying. 

The fact of being female brings other 
considerations. Your bead and neck may be 
smaller than those of male players, a dis- 
advantage in head-to-head contact, and 
because your pelvis may be wider, the angle 
at which your upper leg hooks up with your 
knee will be greater. One study has shown 
that women playing the same sports as men 
have more knee injuries. You will need some 
careful evaluation and advice to help you in 
your decision to participate. 

QUESTION: I’ve suffered with migraine 
headaches for years now. Nothing really 
seems to help. I’ve recently heard that m 
Great Britain, many people have been using 
a herb called feverfew to help get rid of 
migraines. Do you know anything about it? 
Do you recommend it? 

ANSWER: Feverfew is a medicinal herb 
that many now are claiming can prevent 
migraine headaches. People who say they 
have eaten feverfew leaves daily for several 
months say they have less frequent bouts 
with migraine attacks and that the attacks 


they do have are not as severe. The migraine 
patients usually eat from one to four fresh 
Feverfew leaves every day. 

Some of the patients who had used fever- 
few (without a doctor’s supervision) were 
asked to take part in a research project at the 
London Migraine Clinic, and the results 
were interesting, but inconclusive. Some 
patients were given dried feverfew powder in 
capsules, others were given aplacebo. Those . 
gjvenalacebo afterhaving taken theherb for 
months seem to have experienced a sig- 
nificant increase in the number and intensi ty 
of migraines. They reported nausea, vomit- 
ing and other effects. The patients given 
ihefeverfew powder reported the same ben- 
efits as with the fresh leaves. Doctors are not 
sure whether the patients given the placebo 
simply were experiencing the withdrawal 
effects of feverfew, or if theherb really works 
in combating migraines. More scientific 
studies must be done to determine whether 
feverfew is safe, or whether it can be toxic, as 
many herbs are. Until the evidence is in, I 
recommend staying away from this home 
remedy.

Saudi had signed revenue-shar- 
ing agreements with Gulf Air and 
Kuwait Airways. 

“Big concessions were made 
by all three parties,” he said of 
negotiations that began a year 
ago. 

Under the deal Gulf Air would 
increase passenger seats from 
Bahrain to the Saudi capital 
Riyadh and Red Sea port of Jed- 
dah from about 500 to 1,250 in 
the summer schedule starting in 
April, MaDri said.

India mulls privatisation 
of its huge state sector 


NEW DELHI, Feb 2, (Reuter): 
India wants to join the growing 
ranks of nations selling off 
chunks of state-owned indus- 
tries, but critics believe there will 
be f<sw takers of stakes in the 
massive, inefficient national 
enterprises. 

The public sector supplies all 
of India's energy, three quarters 
of its sted, halfits fertiliser, and 
accounts for more than a quarter 
of the gross domestic product. 

Economists say the 214 state 
enterprises are bedevilled by too 
much state control, bureaucracy, 
project delays, outdated tech- 
nology and machinery, labour 
problems and lack of incentives. 
This is hindering overall econ- 
omic growth. 

Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi, 
who inherited the headaches of 
the industries started by his gran- 
dfather Jawaharlal Nehru, shar- 
ply criticised the public sector in 
December. 

“Can we afford a socialism 
where the public sector, instead 
of generating wealth, is robbing 
and sucking up the wealth of the 
poor?” He asked during a 
political rally. 

In an apparent about-turn, he 


told a key public sector chiefs’ 
meeting in late January week the 
. total investment in the public sec- 
tor would double to $66 billion 
by the end of the seventh five- 
year economic plan in 1990 from 
levels in 1985. 

“Investment of these mag- 
nitudes reflects the scale of my 
commitment and the govern- 
ment’s corodtment to building a 
strong public sector,’’ he said, 
calling . the public sector the 

major weapon in the fight against 

poverty which grips naif India’s 
800 million people. 

Performance 

Political analysts say that 
white Gandhi is critical of the 
state enterprises' performance, 
he has to continue showing 
public support at their expansion 
to avoid being accused of reneg-' 
ing on socialist principles he 
inherited from his mother. 

Government officials said at 
the meeting that successful state 
enterprises should be allowed to 
sell 25 per cent of their shares to 
employees and the public at 
market value. 

.They did not name any state 
enterprises or give a timescale for 
the privatisation plan. 


But Y.P. Srivastava, econ- 
omist at the Federation of Indian 
Chambers of Commerce and 
Industry, said the enterprises lik- 
ely to be privatised first were the 
telecommunications and airlines 
industries, with Air India and 
Indian Airlines heading the list. 

He. said in a telephone 
interview that the government 
may take up to three years to 
implement the privatisation 
process, and even then, as little as 
five to 10 per cent of shares would 
be sold initially. 

“It is a sensitive issue. The 
government wants to be in con- 
trol stfll but it believes that some 
private representation in the 
public sector can' improve per- 
formance,” he said. 

Some economists say India's 
public sector, which employs 
more than two million workers, 
is a key political tool for Rajiv 
because it provides a reliable vote 
bank for his ruling Congress (I) 
Party. 

The World Bank in a recent 
report on India’s steel industry 
said the political climate was 
“not yet ripe” for privatisation of 
the country’s state-owned steel 
plants. 


Experts to discuss new 
strategy for conservation 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, Feb 2, 
(Reuter): Conservationists from 
over 100 countries meet in Costa 
Rica this week to seek new 
strategies to preserve the world’s 
natural environment. 

The Duke of Edinburgh, 
president of the World WfldHfe 
Fund, and Costa Rican 
President Oscar Arias are among 
the scheduled speakers at the big- 
gest event on the world’s con- 
servation calendar. 

About 1,200 delegates from 
governmental and private ins- 
titutions will attend the Inter- 
national Union for Conserva- 
tion of Nature and Natural 
Resources (IUCN), which is hol- 
ding its 17th general assembly 
here from Feburary 1-10. 

They say the battle is being lost 
in many regions. 

Mood 

“The need for action to con- 
serve our planet has never been 
greater,” said British biologist 
Martin Holdgate, who will 
become the IUCN’s director- 
general in April. 

Topics at the triennial meeting 
range front the drying up of the 
Panama Canal and depletion of 
the ozone in the Antarctic to the 
near extinction of the African 
black rhinoceros. 

Pressure groups hope to 
influence policy over the next 


three years on such drastic 
problems as the drought- 
stricken Sahel and the world’s 
devastated rain forests. 

A list of the 12 most endan- 
gered animal species will be 
announced during the con- 
ference. The yearly listing has in 
the past spurred governments to 
step up conservation efforts. 

Strategy 

Experts will discuss a new 
world conservation strategy, a 
blueprint for safeguarding the 
earth's life support systems 
drawn up in 1980. 

That strategy need updating to 
take into account the population 
boom and new concepts of con- 
servation economics, experts 
say. 

IUCN officials say the current 
thinking is to bring conservation 
efforts more into lme with econ- 
omic benefits. 

Delegates will look at such 
innovative techniques as foreign 
debt-swaps for conservation in 
Third World countries. 

Under this arrangement, 
foreign bank creditors agree to 
sell their debt at a discount to 
conservation groups which 
receive an equivalent amount in 
local currency from Third World 
governments if they invest in 
conservation projects. 


Mexican debt chief confident on loan-bond swap 


ZURICH, Feb 2, (Reuter): Mex- 
ico's top debt negotiator ended a 
tour of world financial centres 
yesterday confident of the suc- 
cess of a novel scheme to swap up 
to 10 billion of the country’s 
SI 05-biifion debt into bonds. 

However, Angel Gurria, direc- 
tor general of Public Credit, 
declined to predict how much 
would ultimately be exchanged 
or the discount creditor banks 
would have to accept under the 
deal which will be decided by 
tender on Feb 19. 

“There is no doubt it is going 
to be a success,” Gurria told 
Reuters after a meeting here with 
representatives of 1 5 Swiss, Aus- 
trian and Italian banks. “The 
growing interest we have seen on 
our tour confirms that," 

Bui it is too premature to 
predict the amount that will be 
swapped. We are prepared to do 
anything from zero to $10 
billion. But we are the ones that 
will draw the line.” 

As for predictions that banks 
would get only around 50 per 


cent of the face value of then- 
loans, Gurria said: “That figure 
is mentioned frequently because 
it is the price at which small 
amounts of Mexican debt are 
changing hands between banks. 

But it is not indicative of a 
wholesale figure and we never 
mentioned one.” 

Visit 

Monday’s visit to Swit- 
zerland’s financial capital was 
the last stop on a whirlwind tour 
that has taken Gurria and his 
team of advisers — including 
officials from the plan’s co- 
organiser JP. Morgan and Co — 
to Tokyo, Frankfurt, Paris, Lon- 
don and Bahrain over the last 
week. 

A separate team has been 
covering US and Canadian ban- 
king centres and the two are due 
to meet m New York later today 
to compare notes, Gurria said. 

Swiss Bank Corp, under 
whose auspices the meeting was 
held here, declined all comment 
until later today. 


Under the novel plan, widely 
watched by both creditors and 
other major debtor countries 
since its unveiling at the end of 
December, Mexico's 600 cred- 
ritor banks are being asked to 
swap some of all of their outstan- 
ding credits at a percentage of 
their free value. Each bank can 
make up to five separate, dif- 
ferent sealed bids which will be 
opened on February 19. 

Those offers accepted will be 
exchanged for 20-year floating 
rate bonds with payments of 
principal collaterised by US 
treasury securities. The interest is 
unsecured ata high margin of 1- 
5/8 per cent over London Inter- 
bank Offered Rate, a widely- 
used reference level 

Scheme 

Around $53 billion or so of 
public sector debt is eligible 
under the scheme and each bank 
may make up to five different 
offers for its portion. Mexico’s 
major creditors are in the United 
States, Britain, Japan, West Ger- 


many, Switzerland, Canada and 
France. 

As a pre-condition for par- 
ticipating in the deal, banks must 
first sign a waiver agreeement on 
the debt Gurria said there was 
no doubt Mexico would obtain 
the legal Minimum of 50 per cent 
of the debt to allow the deal to go 
ahead. “We do not consider this 
a problem,” he said. 

Despite his optimism, Gurria 
said the difference between the 
various banks' respective tender 
offers would likely be very great 
— a reflection of the different tax 
and debt provision systems in 
their countries. 

“We have 600 different 
individual situations, as many as 
we have banks, and this win be 
reflected in the bidding,” he said. 

Whatever the success of this 
plan, Mexico is considering other 
possible novel approaches for 
changing the nature of some of 
its debts, including links with oil 
revenue, Gurria said. But he said 
it was too early to give more 
details. 


Future Arab

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Call for new approach 
in US foreign aid 

WASHINGTON, Feb 2, (AP): A new approach is needed for US 
foreign aid to cope with shrinking finances, says the chairman of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee for the US House of Represen- 
tatives. 

The Congressman, Dante Fascefl, as opposition democrat, 
said yesterday that he will appoint a task force to look into the 
situation. Fascefl also said he welcomed moves by Japan and 
European countries to assume a greater share of responsibility for 
providing aid to other parts of the worid. Fascefl made his 
comments to a gathering of International, a private organisations 
promoting the interests of women iu poor countries. “We are not 
only going to have to reshape, we’re going to have to rethink our 
priorities,” he said. 

Fasceirscall for a task force came after US Secretary of State 
George Shultz wrote him last week asking for a joint review by the 
US Sate Department and members of Congress of US foreign 
aid. 

Cuts in the level of aid have eliminated US security assistance 
for about 30 countries and undermined US objectives, vital 
interests and credibility, according to Shultz. 

Since World War II, 0 k United States has “spent a lot, 
committed a lot to be of more assistance to more people in the 
worid than perhaps any society,” and today “the US cannot 
falter,” Fascefl said. “The whole concept of mflhary assistance” 
and the conflict between aid for security and for development 
would be amoog matters studied by the task force, Fascefl said. 

UAE likely to issue bonds 
to finance deficit -budget 

ABU DHABI, Feb 2, (Kuna): UAE Central Rank Governor 
Abdul Malik Al Hamar said the government may resort to issuing 
bonds to finance the deficit in the federal budget. Al Hamar 
quoted by the Dubai-based English language daily Khaleej 
Times, said despite rationafisation efforts by this oil and gas 
exporting country, federal spending continues to exceed the 
country’s revenues. The government “will have no option but to 
resort to bonds to finance the deficit,” the paper quoted Al Hamar 
as saying in an interview. It said the interview had appeared in the 
February 1988 issue of a Dubai-based magazine “Emirates 
Today.” Al Hamar, the paper said, believed the time was “ideaT 
for die issue of such instruments because of the availability or 
surplus funds in the country and the absence of good investment 
opportunities around the world. 

Id tiie interview, Al Hamar said the Central Bank was monitor- 
ing the finctuationsin foreign enrrendesand would not hesitate to 
intervene if necessary to support the dirham. He ruled out such a 
step at present, saying the average dirham exchange rate against 
the LVtF’s Special Drawing Rights (SDRS) had been within the 
“permissible margin” due to the dirham’s link with the currencies 
that make up the SDR. Al Hamar also said the depredation of the 
US dollar since December had notaffected consumer juices in the 
UAE local market at die same level as the rate of devaluation. The 
annual inflation rate since 1985 did not exceed four per cent, he 
said. The Central Bank governor expected the worid stock 
market situation to continue to worsen saying, “I believe further 
unpleasant surprises are predicted,” following the October cradi. 

He said certificates of deposits issued by flw Central Bank to 
mop up surplus liquidity in the UAE had been bought by commer- 
cial banks to tbe value of Dhs 637 million and would continue to 
be provided by the bank.

THE director general of the Kuwait Real Estate Investment 
Consortium (Krac) Mishari Zdd Al K ha led said yesterday that 
his consortium’s projects have reafised reasonable results last 
year. Al Khaled told Kona in an exclusive interview that tbe 
consortium last year studied numerous ventures through its 
offices in Egypt, Tunisia, Morocco, New York and Malaysia in 
addition to its head office in Kuwait Projects tabled by several 
other investment bodies were also reviewed, he noted, adding that 
It will soon start practical steps to execute a number of these 
ventures. Tbe director general noted that Kreic had started since 
1975 investing in Arab and foreign countries and primarily 
foenssed activity on touristic enterprises such as hotels and 
resorts especially in Tunisia and Morocco.

London faces more job losses 

LONDON, Feb 2,(Reuter): Thousands more jobs may be axed in 
London's Finance Centre following the October stock market 
crash, a stock exchange official said today. Rhiannon Chapman , 
bead of personnel at the exchange, told Personnel Magazine that 
as many as 10.000 of the 90,000 people who work m the securities 
industry could lose their jobs tins year. “Many redundancies wffl 


fierce, and profits margins are shrinking,” she said. Those who 
remain can expect greater pressures “with increased emphasis on 
fast reaction time, performance and productivity,” she said. 
Chapman said this was a “worst case” scenario for employment 
prospects. She added that people losing jobs would probably be 
decks and junior executives rather than dealers. She said 10,000 
jobs had been created in London’s Finance Centre over the past 
five years. Many of the jobs that will be lost represent excess 
capacity caused by mergers during the 1986 “Big Bang” de- 
regularisatiou of the exchange. According to some industry 
estimates, financial firms have axed about 1,500 Jobs in London 
since October.

NEW YORK, Feb 2, <AP): A 
major credit rating firm lowered 
its ratings for five of its biggest 
US banking companies yester- 
day, citing their continued 
exposure to troubled foreign 
loans. 

The change was Standard and 
Poor’s Corp.'s second down- 
grade afiecting the banking 
industry in less than a year due to 
its concerns about the Third 
World debt problem. All but two 
of the affected securities issues, 
totalling about S24 billion, 
remained of investment quality. 

At the same time, S and P affir- 
med the credit ratings of 
Citicoip, Bankers Trust New 
Y ork Coip. and J.P. Morgan and 
Co. due in part to their low or 
declining exposure to the debt of 
less develops countries.

Ratings were lowered for 
Chase Manhauau Corp. of New 
York, the nation's second lar- 
bank holding company; 
america Corp; of San rran- 
dsco, No. 3; Chemical New York 
Corp. ofNew York, No. 4; Man- 
ufacturers Hanover Corp. of 
New York, No.6; and First 
Chicago Corp. of Chicago, No. 

The ratings helped determine

The cuts, effective 
immediately, were announced by 
Morgan Guaranty Trust Co., 
Chemical Bank, Continental 
Illinois National bank and Trust 
Co. ' Chase Manhattan bank and 
Citibank. 

They were the major banks' 
first cuts in the key lending rate 
this year and the second since 
early November, when the prime 
was lowered to 8.7S percent from 
9 per cent. The reduction placed 
the prime at its lowest since July 
1986, when the rate was reduced 
to 8 per cent from 8.S per cent.

The prime rate is a benchmark 
used by h anks to set interest rates 
on a variety of corporate and 
consumer loans, including mort- 


Today's action continues a 
trend toward lower interest rates 
in the credit markets following 
the Oct 19 stock market crash. 

Declining interest rates often 
stimulate economic growth by 
making corporate and individual 
borrowing less expensive.

Gold market suffers setbacks 


TH E local gold market has been 
affected by the setbacks in the 
international monetary markets, 
according to gold shop owners. 
They said many people sold the 
gold they kept as an investment 
and were waiting for the price to 
drop still further before buying 
again. 

A number of gold merchants 
were interviewed by a local news- 
paper for their views on gold 
prices and other matters affect- 
ing them. 

They said that the specialised 
market system had achieved suc- 
cess locally, but pointed out that 
shop rents were high. They added 
that the shops were distributed 
by ballot ana the shops did not 
meet their requirements because 
they were not consulted before 
the new market was built. 
Security 

They said the market area did 
not have sufficient parking 
space, lacked security measures 
and advertisements. 

They regretted that the market 
administration was only concer- 
ned of collecting rents and pay- 
ing salaries, and did not care 


whether the market was active or 
stagnant. 

They stressed that these and 
other factors created a nightmare 
for them. 

One gold merchant, Abdul 
Karim Sultan, said the local gold 
market was affected indirectly by 
the setback in share prices and 
currencies. 

He said the stagnation in the 
market was caused by the bad 
situation surrounding the area in 
the first place and by the lack of 
dear forward p lanning . 

Sultan said that demands for 
dowries by some Arab tribes bad 
a negative effect on gold pur- 
chases. The large number of gold 
shops at one location also helped 
create more stagnation. 

Restrictions 

The system of inspection and 
restrictions applied by the 
market administration did not 
give shop owners full freedom in 
decorating their shops. 

He said the distribution of 
shops among merchants by 
ballot was unfair, and shops with 
good locations were awarded to 
unprofessional gold dealers and 


true merchants were given 
basement shops. 

Another merchant Ahmad A1 
Hindi, said that gold prices were 
stable compared to currencies. - 
Hesaidne had two shops at the 
market faced losses in decorat- 
ing them and had to give up the 
shops due to lack of customers. 

Tne locality was not suitable 
and the presence of guards 
deterred customers. 

Customers 

He said that the market’s 
officials should put 'more 
emphasis on advertising the 
market instead , of taking strict 
measures against the merchants. 

He pointed out that customers 
were accustomed to ordinary 
security and not the complicated 
measures taken at the gold 
market

US leading indicators fall 0.2 pc 


WASHINGTON, Feb 2. 


(Reuter): The index of leading 


indicators, a key barometer 
future economic activity, fell in 
December by 0.2 per cent, the 
Commerce Department repor- 
ted today. 

The slight decline was within 
the expectations of financial 
analysts. It was thethird monthly 
drop in a row of the key indicator 
and the first time there were three 
consecutive monthly drops since 
the June-August period in 1984, 
the department said. 

The rule-of-the thumb is that 
three consecutive monthly drops 
in the index could indicate a 
recession. 

Analysts 

Financial analysists had 
expected the index to remain flat 
or show a slight decline in 
December. 

Many economists believe the 
US econo my will slow significan- 
tly during the first part of the year 
after a robust level of growth last 
year. Although some economists 
believe the US economy may 
have already ottered a recession, 
most ray they see a slowdown but 
no dedme in growth. 


The December decline in the 
index followed a revised 1.2 per 
cent fall in November and 0. 1 per 
cent drop in October, the Com- 
merce Department said. 

The department previously 
reported the index had fallen 1.7 
per cent in November and risen 
0.2 per cent in October. The 
December figure could also be 
revised as the department 
collects more data. 

Decline 

The department said that since 
World War II the index had 
fallen for three months m a row 
on 12 occasions. In eight of these 
cases the country had entered a 
recession, the department said. 

Commerce Department offi- 
cials said the decline in the most 
recent three-month period, 
which included the October 19 
stock market crash, was much 
less severe than in the periods 
that portended previous reces- 
sions. 

A recession would be bad news 
for Republicans, who are anx- 
ious to keep the current expan- 
sion going at least through the 
November general elections.

South Koreans have argued 
for years that this newly indus- 
trialising nation’s domestic 
market needed time to gain stren- 
gth before competiting with 
international products. 

But other countries point to 
year-end economic figures that 
showed the South Korean econ- 
omy booming, with a record 
annual growth rate of about 12 


percent in 1987. 

Exports accounted for 40 per 
cent of gross national product in 
1987, and the United States con- 
sumed 40 per cent of them, a 
strong incentive for South Korea 
to attempt to blunt trade restric- 
tions. 

Korean officials are pinned 
between US threats to the export 
lifeline and the possibility of 
backlash from domestic 
producers, particularly worr- 
isome to the ruling Democratic 
Justice Party in advance of 
upcoming national assembly 
elections. 

System 

The United States warned late 
last year that South Korea likely 
would be removed from the gen- 
eralized system of preferences, an 
international system that gives 
special treatment to exports from 
industrialising nations. 

America made good on that 
threat last week, withdrawing 
GSP benefits to South Korea, as 
well as Hong Kong, Taiwan and 
Singapore. 


The European Economic 
Community earlier suspended 
those benefits over a dispute on 
copyright protection.

(AP): Super Bowl winners don’t 
repeat. So, after the Washington 
Redskins lost to New York in the 
NFC title game a year ago, Cha- 
rles Mann was rooting' for the 
Giants in the Super Bowl. That 
nay, the Redslrina would have a 
chance this year. • 

Mann’s double widi came true 
on Sunday when the. Redskins : 
went on a record-breaking binge 
that included 35 second-quarter 
points to rout the Denver Bron- 
cos, bccomingthe fourthstraigfat . 
NFC team to capture a lopsided 
National Football League 
Championship. 

Questions 

That led Redskins coach Joe 
. Gibbs to face the inevitable ques- 
tions yesterday about the dif- 
ficulty of repeating as NFL 
champion. No team *iw« decade 
has won two straight Super 
Bowls. 

Gibbs' response: “1 just want 
to get throughotxr division first" 

The last two Super Bowl win- 
ners, the Giants and Redskins, 
came from the NFC east, and 
Gibbs said he believes it's the 
toughest division in football. 

“I thought that if any team 
around could repeat it was the 
Giants because they were solid at 
every position," he said of last 
year’s champions, who feD victim 
to a terrible strike team, injuries 
and post-Super Bowl winl«i«e t 
finishing last m the division with 
a 6-9 record. 

, That gives the giants an easy 
last-place schedule next season. 


They get to play Detroit twice 
and Kansas City, while the Red- 
skins are facing the likes of 
Chicago arid Cleveland. 

..'Roaring 

. “I think the Giants are mad 
about what happened this year 
and will come roaring back,” 
Gibbs said. M lthihk Philadelphia, 
is coming on. and so are the Cai- : 
dinals." 

The NFC has won the last four 
Super Bowls by a composite 
score of-165-S6 with 14 ofthose 
56 points coming on fourth- 
quarter touchdowns as the NFC - 
team wracxuxsing with a big lead: 
In fact, the fewest points by any 
NFC Super Bowl team over that 
period was the 38 scored by S* n 
Francisco in its 38-16 victory 
over Miami in 1985. 

Gibbs refused to acknowledge 
conference domination. 

"Each of those games are 
totally separate," he ssiid: f T 
don’t see it as AFC-NFC. Each 
of those teams got hot for a day. - 
What takes over and contributes 
to ^ lopsided game is difficult to 
understand." 

Outmuacfe 

Offensive tackle mark May 
said after Sunday's game the 
Redskins were able to oiitmnsde 
the Broncos — as the Giants did 
— because they are used to 
physical games within the div- 
ision.

when they face him. 

“That doesn’t bother me, 
because of my tennis expe- 
rience," he said. “My shoulders 
andanns are accustomed todeal- 
ing with such shots."

and the marathon silver medalist 
at the 1984 Olympics.

Kiwis cannot stop Budd visit 


WELLINGTON, Feb 2, 
(Reuter): The New Zealand 
government said today it could 
not stop South African-born 
runner Zola Budd from entering 
the country because she had a 
British passport, but she would 
not be welcome. 

Budd will represent Britain at 
the Work! Cross Country Cham- 
pionships in Auckland on March 
26. Peter Tapsell, the minister of 
recreation and sport, said in a 
statement her presence was not 
acceptable but she could not be 
turned away. 

Anti-apartheid groups have 
also said Budd would not be wel- 
comed and warned there could 
be demonstrations, while 
officials in Auckland are worried 
her presence could lead to 
boycotts of the Commonwealth 
Gaines there in 1990. 

Eligible 

Tapsell said "The fact that 
under 1AAF (International 
Amateur Athletic Federation) 
rules Budd is eligible to run in the 
race doesn't mean that the gover- 
nment considers it acceptable for 
her to take part. 

“We don’t want her here and 
believe the rules should be chan- 
ged toexclude all holders of pass- 
ports of convenience. I shall 
make that quite dear when the 
championships are held." 

The minister, a Maori, said he 
could understand why many 
people regarded Budd as a South 
African. 

“Budd’s home is South Africa 
and white South Africans regar- 
ded here as one of their own. Her 
family is there, her trainer, even 
her doctor." 

Tapsell said Budd had spent 


eight months of the last year 
there with her- family and then 
gone to England to .qualify for 
the British team so she could run 
atAuckland. 

But as she was a legitimate 
holder of a British passport, be 
. had no power to prevent her 
coming to New Zealand. 

British passport holders do 
not require a visa for stays of up 
to three months. 

Tapsell said he believed IAAF 
rales should be changed to make 
it more difficult for South 
Africans, such as Budd to com- 
pete in international events on 
other passports. 

The Commonwealth Games 
Federation had changed its rules 
and other mtemational sporting 
federations should follow.

The Tasmanian fought back 
from that setback to be named 
Man-of-the-Match in Aus- 
tralia's victory in the one-day 
World Cup final, and last month 
International Cricketer of the 
Year for 1987/88. 

Boon's 492-minute innings 
earned him another Man-of-the- 
Match award. But survival had 
been the keyword when be and 
Geoff Marsh resumed at 101 for 
no wicket this morning. 

The pair notched up 162, the 


highest Australian opening part- 
nership against England in Syd- 
ney, before Marsh was caught by 
Bill A they at short leg off spinner 
John Emburey for 56, his fourth 
Test half century. 

Dean Jones helped Boon reach 
Australia's main target of 211, 
which meant England would 
have to bat again, oefore falling 
to a fine catch by Martyn Moxon 
in the gully off medium-pacer 
David Capel. Jones scored 24. 

Reached 

Boon reached his first Test 150 
in the final over before tea. After 
the interval, in concert with cap- 
tain Allan Border, the stocky 
opener began opening up, find- 
ing the gaps vrith some powerful 
blows off the back foot on both 
sides of the wicket. 

Whether Boon could reach his 
double century was the only 
question that kept a handful of 
spectators basking in the son at 
the Sydney Cricket Ground 


rather than at nearby beaches. 

But Border and John 
Emburey, England captain in 
place of influenza-stricken Mike 
Gatting, agreed to call off the 
match with 13 overs still to be 


bowled, leaving Boon 16 runs 
short 

Border's unbeaten 48, in a 
stand of 110 with Boon, gave him . 
a Test match aggregate of 7,255, 
taking him past England’s Wal- 
ter Hammond (72149) to number 
six on the list of all-time Test run 
scorers. 

Despite the build-up and the 
presence of many cricketing 
legends, the match to celebrate 
200 years of white settlement in 
Australia was a disappointment, 
only coming alive on Sunday 
during Australia's dramatic first 
innings collapse. 

Any chance of a positive result 
disappeared after 200 minutes 
were lost to bad light on the third 
and fourth days and the game 
will most probably be remem- 
bered for the performances of 
Boon and England opener Chris 
Broad. 

Broad, Boon’s predecessor as 
Cricketer of the Year, would nor- 
mally have been in Imeforman of 
the match after his 1 39 in the first 
innings. 

Reaction 

But his petulant reaction foll- 
owing his dismissal by Steve 


Waugh, when be knocked his leg 
stump out of the ground with his 
bat, ruined his chances. 

Broad, fined £500 (5900) for 
his misdemeanour, was also 
guilty of misbehaviour during 
the first Test of the recent con- 
troversial tour of Pakistan and 
many here believed he should 
have been sent home. 

Australia's previous best 
opening partnership against 
England in Sydney was 126 by 
Arthur Morris and Sid Barnes in 
1946/7.

IOC steps up fight against boycotts 


LONDON, Feb 2, (UPI): The 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee is to step up its fight against 
political boycotts, despite the 
breakthrough achieved for this 
year’s Seoul summer Olympics 
which has drawn entries from all 
but six of the 167 member coun- 
tries. 

Methods of punishing 
National Olympic Committees 
who opt out of Olympic competi- 
tion for political reasons wiU be 
discussed at the Feb. 8-11 IOC 
session in Calgary, immediately 
preceding the winter Gaines. 

Established 

A four-man commission-lOC 
executive board members Prince 
Alexandre De M erode of Bel- 
gium. Zhenliang He of China, 
Marc Hodler of Switzerland and 
the IOC's Swiss administrator 
Raymond Gafner — was establi- 
shed in December toexamine the 
problem. 

The group will have its first 
meeting in Calgary and make an 
initial report to the session. 

IOC president Juan Antonio 
Samaranch has made the project 
a major priority. The last three 


summer Olympics have fallen 
victim to the boycott syndrome. 
African nations pulled out of the 
1 976 Montreal Olympics, the US 
led a boycott ofthe 1980 Moscow 
games and the Soviets retaliated 
by orchestrating an east bloc 
boycott of the 1 984 Los Angeles 
Olympics. 

“We decided we had to do 
something to break the chain,” 
Samaranch said when announc- 
ing the formation of his commis- 
sion. 

The IOC president has back- 
pedalled from his earlier sugges- 
tion of banning boycotting 
nations from the next Olympics 
because this would only harm the 
athletes, who were already vic- 
tims. 

Suggestions 

The working group will seek 
suggestions from IOC members 
on possible punishment 
measures, and it is likely that 
Samaranch’s own proposal of 
withholding IOC funding will be 
adopted. 

In a recent telex to Nicaragua 
after announcing it was not com- 
peting in Seoul, Samaranch war- 


ned: "countries which, do not 
take part in the games in Seoul 
will not be able to benefit from 
the Olympic solidarity 
programme for the period of 
1988-92 seeing as they will not 
have contributed towards raising 
the funds which we subsequently 
distribute. 


Certainly Prince de Merode 
supports the move. 

‘Tl seems logical to me that if a 
country does not compete in the 
games it should not receive any of 
the financial rewards,” he said. 
Many of the IOC members share 
the same feeling. 


Generally it will be a low-key 
session, the most controversial 
issue — the acceptance of top 
tennis pros for the Seoul Olympic 
tournament — having been dealt 
with at least year's meeting in 
IstanbuL 

Calgary and Seoul will be 


presenting progress reports 
along with 1 992 hosts Albertville

American players in the top 20. 

The rankings are based on 
106 1TF sanctioned junior events 
held in the year.

Stoltenberg began 1987 by 
winning the Australian Open 
junior singles title, was runner up 
in the equivalent competitions at 
both the French and Wimbledon 
championships and reached the 
semifinal of the US Open junior 
tournament.
